DEMOCRATS FAVOR 


WHOLE TAX REPEAL | 


(Continued from Page 1) 


the provision of the revenue act cf 
1926 to the effect that a tax paid 
upon a sale prior to the enactment 
of the new act may be refunded if 
an automobile is on such date held 
by a dealer and intended for sale. 

This provision covers cases, in 
which title to the car has passed to 
the dealer, if he has not sold the 
automobile or delivered possession 
to the cohsumer. 

For example, a refund will be au- 
thorized even if the dealer has con- 
tracted to sell a particular car, and 
even though the car has been set 
aside, if title to it has not passed 
and the car has not been actually 
delivered. 

If the new bill is finally enacted 
into a law with &% per cent. ex- 
cise tax remaining, the refund would 
amount to 1% per cent., being a 50 
per cent. reduction of the present 
tax rate. - 

A provision was inserted in the 
first deficiency act of 1927, which 
became law February 28 last, pro- 
hibiting the refund of amounts paid 
as taxes upon the sale of acces- 
sories, except upon conditions which, 
in many inmstancés, could not be 
complied with. The House commit- 
tee points out that this provision 
“was purposely made all embrac- 
ing, in order that improper .refunds 
would not be made until the com- 
mittee was given an opportunity to 
make a study of the situation.” 

“Generally speaking, it is believed 


|that the amount paid upon the sale 


of automobile accessories,” says the 
committee’s report, “was collected 
from the purchaser and passed on 
directly to the consumer. 

“Despite the fact that the tax 
is, in legal effect,.a tax upon the 
manufacturer, it turned out that 
the manufacturer, in most cases, 
was but a collecting agency. The 
committee does not believe that, 
as a general principle, the: taxes 
paid upon such articles subse- 
quently held not to be taxable 
should be refunded and thus un- 
justly enrich manufacturers who 
merely collected the tax from per- 
sons to whom they sold _ the 
articles.” 


However, the committee felt that 
there are some cases where refunds 
should properly be made. Accord- 
ingly, section 424 of the new bill 
provides that judgments of the 
court should be paid if the action 
was begun prior to the effective dat 
of the deficiency act. . 

It also provides that refunds may 
be made whenever the taxpayer can 
establish to the satisfaction of the 
internal revenue commissioner that 
the amount he paid was excessive, 
not by reason of the fact that the 
article was wrongly taxed, but by 
reason of the fact that the tax was 
wrongly computed; or that he did 
not pass the tax on (for example, 
where, at the time of sale, he did 
not know the article was taxed, or 
where he was called upon to pay 
an additional tax after the sale had 
been made); or that the tax was 
returned to the purchaser or a les- 
see (for example, where there was 
an adjustment in the selling price, 
in accordance with a prior agree- 
ment, such as cash discounts, quan- 
tity rebates, and.wholesale bonuses, 
or where a sale was rescinded). 

In all cases, the manufacturer 
must comply with conditions similar 
to those imposed by the proviso of 
the deficiency act and give a bond 
conditioned upon the refund of the 
tax to the ultimate consumer. 

It was pointed out today on ac- 
count of the endless red tape and 
strict provisions, including bond, 
few accessories’ manufacturers 
have availed themselves of the 
offer of refunds provided under 
the deficiency act of last Febru- 
ary. More than $10,000,000 was 
made available by Congress for 
payment of such refunds, but 
most of it remains in the 
Treasury. 

Manufacturers soon learned that 
it was impossible to comply with a 
strict interpretation of the act. For 
example, the manufacturer of a 
spark plug was compelled, in order 
to receive a refund from the gov- 
ernment, to post bond that he would 
pay the amount of the tax on the 
plug to the dealer, who also would 
be compelled to pay the tax to the 
consumer of the plug, probably sold 
some years previously—and in re- 
turn get a receipt from the con- 
sumer.

WASHINGTON BUS 
SCHEDULE IS OUT 


Second Issue Appears 
With Data on 
Operations 


By D. M. TREPP 
EATTLE, WASH., Dec. 10.—The 
second edition of Motor 
Coach Schedules of Washington, 
in form and appearance similar 
to a railroad timetable, is just off 
the press. 

It covers the certified motor 
coach operations in the state of 
members of the association and is 
considered an important contribu- 
tion to bus development and bus 
travel. J. C. Herbsman is secretary 
of the association, which is said to 
rank as a leader in the country. 

Motor coach operators pay heavily 
in taxes of various kinds for the 
privilege of using~-the state’s high- 
wevs, according to figures just com- 
piled by Mr. Herbsman, based upon 
1926 records. The important taxes 
follow: Licenses, $65.854.45; gas tax, 
$42,791.04 (estimated); 1 per cent. of 
gross revenue tax, collected by De- 
partment of Public Works, $35,000 
(estimated); tax on right to operate 
(certificate valuation tax), %$61,- 
; taxes on terminals and 
garages, $70,000 (estimated on val- 
uation of $2,000,000, with tax rate 
at 7 per cent. on 50 per cent. of val- 
uation); excise tax, $25,000, and city 
tax, $3,225 (various cities assess vari- 
eus amounts for use of streets). In 
addition, liability insurance is com- 

, this costing approximately 
$140,000 during 1926. 

This makes a total tax paid of 
$443,299.73. The total operating rev- 
enue for 1926, as estimated by O. O. 
Calderhead, supervisor of transpor- 
tation, was $3,618,494.44. 

Thus the percentage of the taxes 
paid on operating revenues amounts 
to 12% per cent. There were 645 
motor coaches operating in the state 
of Washington, on which the aver- 
age tax per coach was $687.25.

Graham Bros. Operate 
Own Stations for 
Inter-Plant Use 


ETROIT, Dec. 10.—The manu- 
facturers of Graham Brothers 

trucks, in Detroit, 
teen private radio plants for 
transmitting and receiving radio- 
grams in the United States. This 
company sends between 4,000 and 
5,000 messages” and re- 
ceives between and over 
the same period. 

The business is restricted to 
inter-company messages between 
the Detroit headquarters facte®. ) 
and the Evansville, Ind., plant. 

Construction of the radio station 
was begun in December, 1925, but 
it was not opened officially and put 
into daily use until March, 1926. 
The wireless plant, comprising WJF, 
Detroit, and WTI, Evansville, has 
eliminated the necessity of a private 
wire between these two points, in 
so far as the Graham Brothers 
truck manufacturers are concerned, 
and this effects a saving of many 
thousands of dollars throughout the 
year. The tolls on the private wire, 
which the radio replaced, amounted 
to several thousand dollars per 
month, while’ under the wireless ar- 
rangement the cost is little more 
than the salary of the personnel. 

The wireless plant has an output 
rating of approximately 600 watts 
and operates on a wave length of 
42.83 meters, 7,000 kilocycles. Master 
oscillators, using 250-watt 
tubes, and two of the same type 
amplifiers, are used in Detroit and 
Evansville. The Detroit station has 
two 65-foot antenna poles set 125 
feet apart. These stations could 
reach any part of the earth, but the 
license issued by the government re- 
stricts them to sending messages 
for their own business and between 
the two stations mentioned.

} Federal payments during the 

; year amounted to $81,371,013.03, or 

about $6,000,000 less than the dis- 

bursement of the previous year, 
which in turn was $8,000,000 lower 
than the year before. 

“The annual. highway bill of the 

\ country,” the report continues, “is 
in excess of a billion dollars, includ- 
ing all expenditures of the Federal, 
state and county and other local 
governments, for construction, main- 
tenance and administration. Of this 
amount the Federal expenditure is 
less than 8 per cent., and the states 
alone spent, of their own funds, 
more than six times the amount 
they received from the Federal gov- 
ernment. 

«ct “The lergest disbursements ¢ur- 
ing the year were made to Mis- 
souri, New York and Texas. To 
each of these states the Federal 
.government paid more than $4,- 
000.000 








Pennsy'vania received 
more than $3,000,009 and all other 
states less than that sum.” 

Co-operating with the states, the 
bureau completed the selection of 
the principal transcontinental roads 
which will form the United States 
highway system, and on which uni- 
form signs and markers are to be 
erected by the states. 

The Federal-aif system now in- 
cludes more than 185,000 miles of 
road, about one-third of which has 
been improved with Federal as- 
sistance. 
about 75% miles, all of the 64,000 
miles have been improved in the 
last six years. 

“The number of motor vehicles,” 
Mr. MacDonald observes, “continues 
to increase annually at an approxi- 
mately constant rate. The registra- 
tion of 1926 was more than twice 
that of 1921, the year in which the 
Federal-aid system was designated. 
and the traffic served by the roads 
Hias, of course, increased proportion- 
ately. It is necessary, therefore, not 
only to extend the improved mile- 
age, but also gradually to raise the 
tyne of improvement on the roads 
already constructed.”

McClaren and Ajax 


ToMerge, Is Report — 


Charlotte, N. C., Dec. 10— 
Negotiations for the sale of the 
large manufacturing plant here of 
the McClaren Rubber Company to 
the Ajax Rubber Company, which 
has its plant at Racine, Wis., are 
in an advanced stage, but cannot 


be concluded until formal action | 


is taken December 20 by the di- 
rectors of the purchasing com- 
pany, according to an announce- 
ment made here. 

H. L. McClaren, president of the 
comipany that bears his name, made 
the announcement, and added that 
he will become presidént and gen- 
eral manager of the Ajax company, 
with which he was associated many 
years ago in an executive capacity. 

The details of the plan were made 
public by Mr. McClaren and others 
as a consequence of favorable ac- 
tion taken this week by the direc- 
tors of the local company.. That 
board voted to accept the Ajax offer 
to exchange ten shares of Ajax stock 
for One share of McCiaren, which 
based on current quotations of the 
New York Stock Exchange, gives 
the McClaren stockholders a price 
of approximately $110 per share. 
Unofficial reports current here said 
most of the McClaren stock was 
bought by the present holders for 
about $44 per share seven years ago 
when Mr. McClaren took charge of 
the predecessor of the present com- 
pany he heads and reorganized the 
then failing concern. Enlargements 
of-the local factory, valued at ap- 
proximately $1,500,000, will be made 
within a few months, accotding to 
unofficial reports.
